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Hospital Departments and Services 


The Physical Therapy Departmentat Humana Hospital-Enterpnise 
provides inpatient and outpatient services Monday through Friday 
from 8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. and from 8 a.m. to 12 p.m. on Saturday 
(outpatient treatments given on Saturdays only when specified). In- 
patient Sunday treatments are provided to patients requiring daily 
care, Neurological tests are also performed on Tuesday afternoons 
by a consulting neurologist. 


RADIOLOGY DEPARTMENT 

The X-ray Department consists of two radiographic and fluoro- 
scopic rooms available for 24-hour coverage. Full-time radiologists 
(MDs) are on staff. Also available is a Portable Image Intensifier. A 
dedicated mammography unit is utilized for mammograms. GE and 
Rohe’ Ultrasound ynits are utilized with real time imaging and a 
Nuclear Medicine capability. The hospital also has a Computerized 


Tomography (CT) Scanner available 24 hours per day and there is also- 


Angiography and Thallium Stress Test (GXT) capabilities. 


SURGERY DEPARTMENT 

The department is staffed and equipped to offer patients the 
advantages of both inpatient and outpatient or DaySurgery proce- 
dures. These services are available routinely Monday through Satur- 
day. Services and equipment are also provided for Genito-Urinary, 
Ophthalmic and General Surgery procedures and for other special 
procedures including Orthopedic, Gynecological and ENT. Anew laser 
surgery program is now in operation and angiography equipment 
permits Vascular Surgery. Laser gallbladder surgery has been added 
to the department's services. A full-time anesthesiologist as well as 
1 team of certified registered nurse anesthetists (CRNA) are on the 
O.R. staff 


The hospital pharmacy is open for business from 7 a.m. until 9 
p.m., Monday through Friday, and 7 a.m, until 4 p.m., Saturdays and 
Sundays. There are three full-time registered pharmacists on duty. 


CARDIO-PULMONARY DEPARTMENT 

The Cardio-Pulmonary Department offers 24 hour coverage and 
is responsible for both inpatient and outpatient care and treatments. 
Treatments are available for such conditions as pneumonia, asthma, 
emphysema, chronic obstructive pulmonary disease (COPD) or any 
other circumstance affecting the pulmonary system such as trauma 
caused by accidents. The department also conducts stress tests 
(GXT) as well as providing direct support to the Intensive Coronary 
Care Unit. 


INTENSIVE CORONARY CARE UNIT 

This department features a seven-bed contemporary unit which 
provides for temporary pacemaker, Swan-Ganz catheters, 16 
telemetry units which are monitored in ICCU. There is continuous 
monitoring for each ICCU bed by specially trained ICCU nurses. 


LABORATORY 

The hospital laboratory is operational 24 hours-per-day, seven 
days-per-week and offers many specialized testing services with the 
use of up-to-date equipment. The Kodak Ektachem 700XR allows the 
Lab to run chemistry profiles STAT. The instrument is the most 
modem technology on the market. An Abbott TDX provides for most 
any drug testing. With the addition of a Coulter Counter Jr., the 
hematology department has the most recent technology in diagnosis 
of anemias and leukemias. Other Lab services include Blood Bank, 
Patholoay, Bacteriology and Serology 


There is a 24 hour per day physician coverage, seven days per 
week, in the Emergency Room. Members of the hospital medical staff 
are also on-call for emergencies. Special equipment in the E.R. 
includes RTSS —a radio system designed for Rescue Squad person- 
nel to communicate with the ER staff while at the scene; Lifeline — an 
emergency call system for shut-ins at home; Datascope equipment for 
continous blood pressure monitoring, and a cardiac monitoring 


capability. 


OBSTETRICS, LABOR AND DELIVERY; NEWBORN NURSERY 

Expecting mothers have available to them a modern, attractive and 
well-equipped obstetrics department featuring birthing beds and the 
latest in fetal. monitoring equipment. The department is staffed with 
specially trained 0.B. nurses.

We have faith we will all survive the holidays and get on with 
business as usual during the coming year. A pleasant side of our holiday 
season has been the Santa letters we publish each year. We enjoy reading 
the thrill the children express in their letters. Of course there some that 
make us laugh and others that make us want to cry, but we enjoy them all. 
We like the questions about how are the raindeer, and the way some of the 
children get the nice things over with and get down to what they want. We 
enjoy the efforts to convince Santa they are worthy of all their desired 
gifts . . .been good, very good, etc. One or two got so involved with justi- 
fying their dreams, they forget to even list their wishes!

Charles Caldwell, age 28, of 
Powell's Trailer Court in Elba, Ala- 
bama was indicted for distribution of 
a controlled substance (Cocaine), He 
was arrested and place in the Coffee 
County Jail. 


Cathy Burks Lockett, age 26, of 


Short Street in Enterprise, Alabama 
was indicted on the charge of distrib- 
uting a controlled substance. She is 
free on a $5,000 appearance bond. 

The cases above were made by 
Police Officer Donnie Byrd who is 
presently assigned to the 12th Judi- 
cial District Drug Task Force.

Gene Beasley, age 34, of Route

Opening of the bids on the sew- 
age project consumed a major por- 
tion of the New Brockton's council 
meeting Monday evening.

The low bid was sub- 
mitted by Blankenship & Lee. 

A motion was made and approved 
by the council to table all bids. They 
will be studied by the “engineer 
types” and varification will be made 
that they all meet standards set-forth 
in the bid requests. 

Official awarding of the contract 
by the council will be at a later date. 

The project includes the exten- 
sion of the city's sewage system out 
Highway 84E to what is known as 
"tin city”. Also, the system will ena- 
ble the city to offer sewege service 
to the county's Farm Center. 

Also, the council gave its approv- 
al for Coffee County's new jail to be 
hooked up to the new sewege system 
when it is completed. 

The city's attorney, Joe Sawyer, 
was instructed to draw up a written 
agreement between Coffee County 
and the Town of New Brockton con- 
cerning the jail's sewege hook-up. 

The county's maintenance super- 
intendant, John Flowers, was at the 
meeting to make the formal request 
for the hook-up and to anwer any 
questions from the councilmen con- 
cerning the matter. 

Mayor Jim Driskell offered to the 
council approximately 1 acre of land 
to be donated to the city by him. The 
approximate 1 acre is a portion of 
the cemetery located in the town on 
North John Street and was part of 
125 acres purchased by the mayor 
sometime back. 

Councilmen voted to accept the 
land donation and the city’s attorney 
was instructed to draw up the deeds 
for signing (Sawyer already had the 
deeds ready for the mayor and coun-

According to the records, Bobson 
was hired as a police officer in April 
and her permanent employment was 
subject to her completing the re- 
quired police academy training.

Sawyer informed the council that 
he had obtained Bobson’s complete 
file from Police Chief Richard Nich- 
ols and would review the whole mat- 
ter 

Other council action included the 
following: 

*** Approved the addition of Vet- 
erans Day as a paid holiday for city 
employees. This increased the num- 
ber of paid holidays for city wokers 
from 9 to 10. 

***Apnproved a 5% "cost-of- 
living allowance” for all full time 
city employees. In other words, they 
got a raise in pay! The effective date 
is January 1, 1991.

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Elba School Board Bevin Is Associate Director Of Nursing At Humana 
Town Of New Brockton To Approves $13.5 


Expand Sewage System Million Complex

The Elba City School Board took 
the necessary actions Monday eve- 
ning to make official their plans to 
build a $13.5 million school com- 
plex, with Bear Brothers as the 
prime contractor. 

The action taken this week should 


‘put the contractor in position to start 


breaking ground on January 2nd, ac- 
cording to a joint statement Monday 
night by Superintendent Charles 
Pearce, Architect Walter McKee and 
contractor Joe Bear. 

With the unanimous vote by the 
board to move forward with the ex- 
isting plans, the contracts must be 
signed by the contractor, who also 
must furnish the necessary bonds be- 
fore starting work, and the local Su- 
perintendent of Education. Then the 
papers are sent to the State of Ala- 
bama for approval by the several dif- 
ferent departments before actual 
work can begin. 

If works starts during the first 
part of January, the schools should 
be competed in the summer of 1992, 
according to Joe Bear. He noted the 
elementary school could be complet- 
ed by June Ist and the high school 
completed by July Ist. 

The revised base bid of $13.5 in- 
cludes finishing both school build- 
ing, finishing the high school audi- 
torium and lighting on a band and a 
football practice field. Also included 
are paving of necessary roads and 
parking lots and grading for football 
stadium and a Junior High gym. 

The Junior High gym, stadium, 
superintendent's office, baseball field 
and bus garage are all alternates that 
will only be constructed when and if 
funds become available. 

Any final word has not been re- 
ceived from the federal officials in 
Washington of any adjustment they 
will make on their initial offer of 
$1,622,633.00 in flood repair funds 
for the old buildings. 

Pearce said Monday evening that 
he was optimistic there would be an 
increase in this figure, because of 
discussions he has had with the engi- 
neers doing the inspections. Howev- 
er the present construction approved 
Monday doesn't include using any of 
this possible increase. 

The contractor pledged to the 
board that he would use as many lo- 
cal sub-contractors as possible and 
would hire local labor whenever pos- 
sible and practical. 

In other action the Board ap- 
proved the hiring of two temporary 
teachers to replace two who were 
granted leaves of absence. Both the 
temporary teachers are certified and 
graduates of Elba High School.

ORDINANCE NUMBER 1990- 001 

SECTION 1. An ordinance pertaining to 

the keeping or storage of non-operating 

vehicles on private property within the 

city limits or police jurisdiction of Elba, 
] 


Definitions. As used in this ordinance 
the following definitions shall apply: 

Property: Any real property within 
the City or its police jurisdiction which 
is not a street or highway. 

Vehicle: A machine propelled by 
power other than human power designed 
to travel along the ground by the use of 
wheels, treads, runners, or slides and 
transports persons or property or pull 
machinery and shall include without lim- 
itation automobile, truck, trailer, motor- 
cycle, tractor, buggy and wagon. 
SECTION 2, Non-operating vehicles on 
private property, No person in charge or 
control of any property whether as own- 
er, tenant, occupant, lessee, or otherwise 
shall allow any partially dismantled, 
non-operating wrecked, junked, or dis- 
carded vehicle to remain on such proper- 
ty longer than thirty (30) days and no 
person shall leave any such vehicle on 
any property within the City for a longer 
time than thirty (30) days: except that 
this section shall not apply with regard to 
a vehicle in an enclosed building, or in 
an enclosed area not within view of a 
public right of way, a vehicle on the 
premises of a business enterprise operat- 
ed in a lawful place and manner when 
necessary to the operation of such busi- 
ness enterprise; or a vehicle in an appro- 
priate storage place maintained in a law- 
ful place and manner within the City. 
SECTION 3. Notice to move. Impound- 
ing. 

The Chief of Police or any member 
of his department is authorized to have 
removed any vehicle left at any place 
within the City which reasonably ap- 
pears to be in violation of this ordinance. 
Prior to having a vehicle removed, the 
Police Department is directed to post on 
such vehicle a notice that such vehicle is 
in violation of this ordinance and will be 
impounded if allowed to remain on the 
property for five (5) days following the 


» posting of the notice herein described. 


The vehicle shall be removed to a central 
collecting point as designated by the City 
of Elba. A permanent record giving the 
date of the taking of each vehicle, the 
place where found and taken and a de- 
scription of the vehicle shall be kept by 
the Chief of Police. 


SECTION 4. Sale 

After any motor vehicle so towed 
away has been allowed to remain un- 
claimed at the central collecting point for 
a period of sixty (60) days, the Clerk of 
the City of Elba is authorized and direct- 
ed to sell the same for cash at public auc- 
tion after having first caused notice to be 
published one time in a newspaper of 
general circulation published within the 
City of Elba at least seven (7) days prior 
to the date of such sale, such notice to 
contain the time, place and date of sale 
and a description of the motor vehicle to 
be sold. A copy of such notice shall also 
be conspicuously posted at the City Hall 
of the City of Elba at least seven (7) days 
prior to the date of the sale. From the 


proceeds of such sale, there shall be first 
deducted and paid into the City of Elba 
Treasury the cost of towing and storing 
such vehicle plus the cost of the adver- 
tisement. Any excess remaining shall be 
paid to the Clerk of the City of Elba and 
by the Clerk held until furnished with 
satisfactory proof of the ownership of 
such vehicle. Upon the furnishing of 
such proof, the remaining sum of money 
shall be paid to the owner of such vehi- 
cle. 

SECTION 5. Redemption by owner. 

The owner of any vehicle taken up 
and stored as herein provided may re- 
deem the same at any time prior to its 
sale by paying the reasonable expense of 
taking the vehicle in charge, its mainte- 
nance and storage, and the cost of publi- 
cation. 

SECTION 6. Punishment for violations. 

In addition to the remedies provided 
in this ordinance any person violating 
any of the provisions of this ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
fined not less than fifty (50) dollars not 
more than two hundred (200) dollars for 
each violation. 

This ordinance shall become effective 
immediately upon adoption and publica- 
tion as required by law.

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Helpful Holiday Hints For Harried Cooks {;

Coffee Countians are busy pre- 
paring for the holidays. During this 
busy time, you'll want to keep meals 
as simple as possible. It's best to plan 
only one complicated recipe per 
meal 

Begin by organizing you kitchen, 
Keep equipment neatly arranged so 
you don't have to hunt for that muf- 
fin tin or empty out the entire cabi- 
net to reach it. 

Keep you food processor out on 
the counter. You'll never use it if you 
have to drag it out of your cabinet 
every time you want to chop an on- 
ion, If you don't have a food proces- 
sor, make buying one high on you 
time-saving priority list. 

Store dry measuring cups in can- 
isters of flour and sugar in place of 
scoops. That way, a cup of sugar is 
always at your finger-tips. 

Consider clean up time as well as 
preparation time when deciding 
whether a recipe is quick or not. 
Sometimes a seemingly quick casse- 
role will leave you with two or three 
pots to scrub, as well as the casserole 
dish, 

Assign one counter top in your 
kitchen for food preparation. Season, 
mix and generally prepare your food 
for cooking on this one countertop. 
This keeps your mess as small as 
possible and forces you to clean as 
you go 

Keep a “running” grocery list at- 
tached to your refrigerator or kitchen 
bulletin board. When you run out of 
something or just get low on it, add 
that item to the list. Then when 
you're ready to shop, your list is 
ready for you 

Always start with a clean kitchen. 
Clutter confuses and contributes to 
cooking disasters 

Gather all the ingredients for a 
recipe before you start cooking. 


Put your freezer to use. Prepare 
double batches of foods that freeze 
well to save time, 

Use cookware that can double as 
a serving piece or a serving picce 
that can double as storage, or both if 
possible: for example, microwavable 
dishes. 

If you use wooden cutting boards, 
wash them in hot, soapy, chlorinated 
water before and after cach use. 

READY FOR ROASTING 

The big day has finally arrived 
and you're ready to roast your tur- 
key. 

Place the turkey breast side up on 
a rack in a shallow roasting pan. 
Don't add water, Before placing the 
turkey in the oven, you may want to 
brush it with cooking oil, melted but- 
ter or margarine, although this is not 
necessary. Cover the turkey with a 
loose tent of heavy-duty aluminum 
foil. This prevents overbrowning, al- 
lows for maximum heat circulation, 
keeps the turkey moist and reduces 
splatter in the oven, 

Place the turkey~into a preheated, 
325-degree oven. If you're using a 
meat thermometer, insert it through a 
foil into the thickest part of the thigh 
muscle without touching the bone. 
To brown the turkey, remove the foil 
tent 20 to 30 minutes before roasting 
is finished, and continue cooking un- 
til the thermometer registers 185 de- 
grees F, 

You don't need to baste the bird 
during roasting because the basting 
cannot penetrate the turkey. Also, 
opening the oven door frequently 
prolongs the cooking time. 

Plan the roasting time for a large 
bird so that it will be done about 20 
minutes before serving. Allow the 
turkey to stand, covered loosely with 
aluminum foil. This makes the meat 
easier to carve and juicier. And be 
sure you allow enough cooking ume 
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for your turkey. 
Don't interrupt the cooking of 


your bird. This can cause bacteria to 


multiply. Also, do not slow cook a 


turkey, In a 250-degree oven, the tur- 
key might take more than four hours 
to reach a high enough temperature 
to destroy bacteria.

Credit Cards 


During The Holiday Season 


Using credit cards is a way of life 
for many Americans and with the 
holiday season upon us, the usage of 
"plastic money" is surely increasing. 

Credit cards are convenient. You 
are not required to carry as much 
cash with you. Gifts can be pur- 
chased that would not be possible if 
you had to pay cash on the line. 
Sometimes it's easier to return items 
purchased on credit. Payments are 
delayed for about a month and in 
most cases, no. finance charges are 
assesed if the bill is paid in full when 
due. However, an annual fee is often 
charged for the privilege of using a 
credit card, 

There are some disadvantages to 
using credit cards. One is that credit 
cards can be lost or stolen. 

To reduce the risk that your credit 
cards will be lost or stolen this holi- 
day season: 

Keep your credit cards on your 
person. Don't leave them in the 
glove compartment of your car. 
Don't put them .in your baggage 
when you are traveling. 

Carry you credit cards so that you 
will know where they are at all 
times. 

If you have a number of credit 
cards, carry only those which you 
expect to need and use when you 
travel. Leave others in your bank de- 
posit box. 

Review the number and kinds of

credit cards you own. If you own 
more than you need and use, cancel 
and destroy unnecessary cards. Nev- 
er leave credit cards in your home 
when you and your family are away. 

Each family needs to have a 
record of all credit cards and credit 
card numbers. The day may come 
when a card is lost or stolen, Be pre- 
pared to act quickly to inform the is- 
suer of such loss. The use of a "cred- 
it card safety record” can make fast 
action possible. 

To make a credit card safety 
record, gather togeiher all the fami- 
ly's credit cards. This record should 
include six bits of information about 
each card, In a six column chart in- 
clude: the name of the card, the card 
users (family inembers who hold a 
copy), card account number, tele- 
phone number for reporting lost 
card, company address for reporting 
lost credit card, and expiration date. 

Keep your credit card safety 
record in 4 safe place in your home 
with your other important family 
records. You may also want to place 
a copy of this in you safe deposit 
box. 

If you lose your card, this infor- 
mation will help you act imméediate- 
ly. After you properly notify the 
credit card isSuer that your credit 
card has been lost, you no longer 
have the responsibility for any 
charges made against the card.

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The Year 1990 Passes In Review 


As we bid farewell to 1990, we 
pause and take a look back in time. 
We scanned some of the events _tak- 
ing place during the year as_ they 
were recorded on the front pages of 
The Elba Clipper: 


JANUARY 


January 4 - Sales tax case handed 
to judge - Circuit Judge William H. 
Baldwin called court to order at 9 
a.m. Friday morning, December 29 
in the Enterprise Courthouse. Ap- 
proximately fifty people gathered in 
the courtroom in anticipation of a 
ruling being made in the legality of 
a 1/2¢ Coffee County sales tax. The 
tax monies is to be used in funding a 
new county jail. The Tax Payers De- 
fense Committee is challenging the 
legality of the tax. 


January 11 - Controversy clouds 
New Brockton Council - Once again 
a large crowd of New Brockton citi- 
zens gathered in city hall Tuesday 
evening, January 2 as the city coun- 
cil held its first meeting of the year. 
Members of the council questioned 
a wrecker bill for towing a vehicle at 
the request of the police department 
and alleged harassment by police of- 
ficers were questions on the minds 
of the towns people. 


January 18 - One of the State's first 
two women game wardens is as- 
signed to Coffee County - Sandra 
Saville, a native of Memphis, Ten- 
nessee, was sworn in January 2, 
1990 as a Game & Fish Conserva- 
tion Enforcement officer by Game $ 
Fish Director Charles Kelley. 


January 25 - Feds look for bomb 
clues in county - More than 100 fed- 
eral agents descended on Enterprise 
and Coffee County during the past 
weekend and remain in the county at 
press time Wednesday morning. 
They are admittedly searching for 
evidence in the two mail bomb 
deaths which happened in Birming- 
ham, Alabama and Savannah, Geor- 
gia several weeks ago. 


FEBRUARY 


February 1 - City of Elba is finan- 
cially sound - The Elba City Council 
meeting Tuesday, January 23, was 
conducted in expedient manner. 
CPA's Brunson and Wilkerson were 
both in agreement that the City of 
Elba is being "efficiently operated 
and well managed as reflected by the 
figures in this audit. 


February 8 - Ziglar still in jail, no 
bail has been set - Owen Ziglar, at 
press time, was: in jail charged with 
the murder of Edward Lamar Kelley 
and at this time, no bail has been set 
by the courts. 


February 15 - Elba School Board 
"hands-off" on ban majorette ques- 
tion - The Elba School Board meet- 
ing opened last Thursday with Keith 
Lewis addressing the board concern- 
ing complaints about the band pro- 
gram. More specifically, he dis- 
cussed concerns over the decision of 
band director Alan Armstrong to 
change the majorette line into a 
dance line, 


February 22 - Douglas Gibbs 
awarded WW II Bronze Star Medal - 
Douglas was one of thousands of 
American young men who went off 
to war in 1943 to defend his country. 
They fought for their lives in places 
most had never heard of before be- 
ing dispatched there with a rifle full 
of ammunition and few cans of food 
commonly called "C" rations. 


MARCH 


March 1 - Commission hold short, 
but productive meeting - Several no- 
shows on the agenda enabled the 
commission to attend to county mat- 
ters in rapid fashion. Bidded gas on 
yearly basis and agreed to seck bill 
against "roadside dumps." 


March 8 - Kinston and New Brock- 
ton receive grants from the State of 
Alabama - Senator Crum Foshee and 
Representative Jimmy Holley pre- 
sented a check in the amount of 
$5,000 to New Brockton’s Mayor 
Jim Driskell and one for the same 
amount to Kinston's Councilman B. 
G. Rhoades. 


March 15 - Owen Ziglar's case 
bound over to Coffee County Grand 
Jury - A preliminary hearing for 
Owen Ziglar was held Monday eve- 


ning at 3 p.m, in Coffee County Dis- 
trict Court with Judge Tom Head 
presiding. 


March 22 - Extent of flood damage 
unknown - Schools set to re-open on 
Monday - Businesses continuing op- 
erations - Officials kept all-night 
vigil - Security tightened - These 
were the headlines on the front page 
of The Elba Clipper as the city was 
flooded when the levee broke at ap- 
proximately 6 a.m. on March 17, 
1990. 


March 29 - First few hours of the 
Elba Flood of 1990 were critical. 
Damage to the City of Elba is in the 
millions of dollars. Businesses show 
confidence in Elba's ability to recov- 
er. Elba City Government is return- 
ing to city hall. 


APRIL 


April 5 - Corps of Engineers making 
history - Allen Morse, a field repre- 
sentative with the Corps of Engi- 
neers, told this newspaper that the 
Corps was making history in Elba 
because of a program known as GAP 
which was initiated after Hurricane 
Elaine hit the Gulf Coast. 


April 12 - City School Superinten- 
dent announces plans to retire - Elba 
School Superintendent Lamar Foley 
announced to the school board 
Thursday night that he would be re- 
tiring when his present contract ex- 
pires June 30th of this year. 


April 19 - Architects appear bear be- 
fore Elba City School Board - Two 
architects appeared before the school 
board on monday evening made 
presentations in their bid to win the 
right to design the multimillion dol- 
lar building complex to replace those 
destroyed in the flood of March 
17th. 


April 26 - Assistant Secretary of 
Commerce Pete Perry speaks to Elba 
merchants - The purpose of the visit 
to determine of what assistance the 
Department of Commerce might be 
to the business community of Elba. 


MAY 


May 3 - Dorsey Trailers President 
Marilyn Marks said Tuesday after- 
noon from Atlanta that production 
will resume at the Elba plant on May 
14th. The commitment was made af- 
ter she had received a verbal approv- 
al of the SBA disaster loan for which 
the company had applied. 


May 10 - Councilman Brit Lee re- 
signs from New Brockton City 
Coyncil effective May 15th - Lee 
was elected to the council in the last 
city election and had served as coun- 
cilman for the past eighteen months. 


May 17 - Charles Pearce to head the 
Elba City School System - Charles 
Pearce was named superintendent of 
the Elba School system in action tak- 
en Tuesday night by the Elba School 
Board. He was given a four year 
contract to replace Lamar Foley. 


May 24 - E.H.S. receives large grant 
from governor - Governor Guy Hunt 
awarded a $24,000 grant Tuesday, 
May 25, to support the math and sci- 
ence program at Elba High School 
which was devastated by the flood in 
march, 


May 31 - Good Samaritans join forc- 
es to save child - A terrible tragedy 
was averted last Thursday morning 
when Dewayne Pugh, without think- 
ing about his own personal safety, 
dove head-first through a window 
into a burning house. Nicole Chan- 
dler was the three-year-old child. 


JUNE 


June 7 - Smith fills vacant seat on 
New Brockton Council - Shortly af- 
ter the preliminaries were taken care 
of in their Monday evening 
meeting, the New Brockton City 
Council elected Ladon Smith to fill 
the vacant council seat. Laura Eager- 
ton, a clerk with the water board and 
a notary public, swore in Mr. Smith 
and he assumed his duties immedi- 
ately. 


June 14 - School Board hears ques- 
tions - There were 111 parents, 
teachers and other interested citizens 
present last Thursday night when the 
Elba School Board met. Several said 
they had been asked by a friend to 
attend. The big question was why 


the schools were being moved trom 
the downtown areca, 


June 21 - Cole ninety and still going 
strong - Mister Vester Cole celebrat- 
ed his ninetieth birthday Friday, June 
15, and is still active and very much 
involved in the activities of his com- 
munity. Last Friday, Mr. Vester was 
honored with a luncheon at the New 
Brockton City Hall he also received 
a letter from Governor Guy Hunt. 


June 28 - Commission contracts 
with firm to sell bonds for jail - The 
Coffee County Commission voted to 
contract with Murry Vaughan, a rep- 
resentative of Howard, Weil, La- 
bouisse, Friedrichs, Inc. to sell the 
bonds for funding the new county 
jail. They are an investment securi- 
ties firm located inn Montgomery. 


‘JULY 


July 5 - Special meeting fails to 
yield decision on flood relief fund - 
"Pass a motion to divide these funds 
equally among all eligible partici- 
pants” was part of a recommendation 
Mayor Fred Moore made Monday 
night to a special meeting of the 
Elba City Council. : 


July 12 - Two killed in early morn- 
ing collision - An early morning, 
two car collision on Highway 189S, 
took the life of two individuals. The 
time of the wreck was placed at ap- 
proximately 5:05 a.m. Sunday, July 
8, by investigating officers.Mrs. 
Dorthy A. Skinner, age 56, of Elba 
and Scotty Wayne Norris, age 19, of 
Elba died as a results of injuries re- 
ceived in the wreck. 


July 19 - $63 million flood claim 
filed against government - On Tues- 
day, papers were filed with the fed- 
eral government in Washington 
claiming damage losses from the 
South Alabama flood of March 17, 
1990. The two claims are asking for 
more than $63 million in damages 
from the federal government. 


July 26 - ECSB ‘hires Clark to be 
EHS principal - Elba native and re- 
tired Army Lt. Colonel Charles 


Clark has been named principal of 
Elba High School. He comes to Elba 
from Pleasant Valley High, near 
Jacksonville, Alabama, where he 
was head basketball coach for both 
the boys and girls teams. Clark also 
served as assistant football coach 
and taught biology. 


AUGUST 


August 2 - Construction officially 
began on new county jail in New 
Brockton - One of Coffee County's 
age old controversies was laid to rest 
Monday moming at 10 a.m. when 
county officials broke ground for the 
new county jail. Coffee County 
Commission Chairman Bill Eagerton 
told a crowd of about fifty people 
that county officials were excited 
about the fact that a new jail facility 
is being constructed. :"It's something 
that we have been working on for 
several years," he said.

Legislation was passed prior 
to the March 17 flood approval of 
renewal auto tags via mail, but the 
process was not implemented. The 
approval of the fee is a prerequisite 
for putting the tag renewal-by-mail 
procedure into effect.

Alabama Wing of the Civil Air Pa- 
trol. Decatur, Alabama was the base 
of operations for the other mission 
being flown by the CAP. 

September 20 - Elba City School 
Board gives final okay on land pur- 
chase - The Elba City School Board 
put final approval on the purchase of 
the land for the new school park in 
action last week. The board voted to 
purchase approximately 155 acres of 
land from Flack-Haney Lumber 
Company at a cost of $1,000 per 
acre.

Many of 
you may remember Marge Payne 
who for eighteen years was host on 
the children's program, "Young 
World", on WSFA in Montgomery. 


October 11 - Six-year-old youth 
struck & killed by automobile - On 
Monday at approximately 5:30 p.m., 
tragedy struck suddenly without 
waming in the form of an automo- 
bile/pedestrian accident. The mishap 
occurred approximately 18 mile 
north of Elba on Alabama Highway 
87 in the Wilkinstown Community. 
A young lad, Jason bailey, age 6, 
was Starting to cross the road when 
he was struck by an automobile driv- 
en by Emilie Reid, age 40, of 3541 
Thomas Ave., in Montgomery, Ala- 
bama. 


October 18 - Florala police officers 
apprehend two Coffee County escap- 
ees - Grover Smith's and Joseph 
Dungan's “unauthorized furlough" 
from the Coffee County Jail in Elba 
came to an end in the early hours 
Tuesday morning. Florala police of- 
ficers, assisted by tracking dogs 
from the corrections facility in At- 
more, Captured the two approximate- 
ly 14 miles north of Florala on Al.

84 - 
Last Friday afternoon, State Senator 
Crum Foshee was in Elba campaign- 
ing for re-clection to the Alabama 
State Senate. When asked about the 
possible by-passing of Elba by U.S. 
Hwy. 84, the Senator said rather em- 
phatically, "I'm against any plan to 
re-route Highway 84 around Elba or 
any other town.” 


NOVEMBER 


November 1 - County funds missing 
- female employee arrested - At ap- 
proximately 1:30 p.m. Friday, Octo- 
ber 26, Marilyn Ammons, age 48, a 
clerk in the Coffee County Commis- 
sion office in Elba was arrested and 
charged with theft in the first-degree.
